shchev today accused President 
Elsenho'wer of ‘'‘crude interference''" 
in the affairs of Communist na­ 
tions and dismissed his open skies 
arms inspection as "nothing more 
than military intelligence." 
He boasted that the Soviet hy­ 
drogen bomb “can be considerably 
increased in power." At the same 
time he criticiaed Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles as “ad­ 
vocating massive retaliation and 
other absurdities." 
The 
Communist 
Party 
chief 
spoke for t'wo hours before 'the 
Supreme Soviet (Parliament). 
"Some Western politicians have 
a strange idea of the Geneva 
spirit," he asserted. "They want 
m to' disar'm our arm,y and .aLo 


to disarm morally and politically.” 
Khrushchev said he spoke about 
Eisenhower critically "most 'un­ 
willingly” because he respected the 
President "so much." But, he de­ 
clared, the President’s Christmas 
message to the people of Eastern 
European Communist nations "is 
quite incompatible with the Ge­ 
neva spirit." 
'This referred to a presidential 
message broadcast by Radio Free 
Europe saying: 
"During the Christmas season I 
want you to know that the Amer- 
if.an P'Cople recognize the trials 
under which you are suffering; 
join you in your concern for the 
restoration of individual freedoms 
and political liberty; and share 
your faith that right in the end 


will prevail to bring you once 
again among the free nations of 
the world." 
Khrushchev criticized Gov. Av- 
erel! Harriman of New York for 
a simUar' message. 


'To pray for a change of re­ 
gime in the people’s democracies 
is crude iEtereference in the in­ 
ternal affairs of those countries 
and only leads to Inciting pas­ 
sions and the armaments race,” 
said the stocky Communist leader. 


Khrushchev repeated the state­ 
ment he made in India after the 
recent H-bomb test explosion in 
the Soviet Onion—that the new 
Russian weapon "was equivalent to 
many million tons of ordinary ex­ 
plosives."

OAKLAND (Ü.PJ — Santa Clara 
Criminologist Lowell W. Bradford 
today disagreed with his teacher. 
Dr. Paul L. Kirk, in testifying that 
some wool fibers found in Burton 
W. Abbott’s car were not neces­ 
sarily from kidnap-murder victim 
Stephanie Bryan’s sweater. 
Bradford, the defense’s expert 
witness, said he found blue wool 
fibers elsewhere that also matched 
the teen-ager’s cardigan sweater. 
He found them, he said, in the 
car of Ab'bott’s brother, Mark, a'nd 
in the box where defendant Ab­ 
bott kept his fly-tying equipment. 
Some of these new samples, 
Bradford said, were "completely 
indistinguishable" from the sweat­ 
er material. 
It was apparent that the defense 
hoped to prove, with Bradford con­ 
flicting Kirk’s earlier pr(»ecution 
testimony, that comparison tests 
of wool fibers wpre unreliable. 
To illustrate this point, Bradford 
had the courtroom darkened and 
projected slides of the various 
fibers on the screen. 
He did the same later with a 
slide containing two hairs, one 
taken from Stephanie’s blanket in 
the Bryan home and the other 
from Abbott’s car. 
Kirk, In his testimony, called the 
hairs "indistinguishable." 
Bradford, however, said the hair 
from the car "had a slight deposit 
of dark ma'terial on 'toe edge as if 
it had been tinted at one time.” 
Prior to cross-examination Brad­ 
ford also testified about soil sam­ 
ples which, Kirk had said, showed 
a match between mud scraped 
from Abbott’s boots and toe soil 
of Stephanie’s hillside grave. 
Bradford said he used Kirk’s 
density gradient test, in which 
soils^ of equal densi'ty take up the 
same position when placed in vials 
filled with successive layers of 
liquids of different density. 


"All had densities in the same 
range,” he said, "but could not be 
distinguished by density tests." 
Bradford said that the soil taken 
from toe grave in Trinity County, 
near Abbott’s cabin, where Steph­ 
anie’s body was found was darker 
and redder than the earth from 
Abbott’s boots, again using colored 
slides to drive home the point.

about a half foot of water. 
"If there had been no dam, all 
of that water would .have gone 
down at once and caused consid- 
erab'le mO're dam'age," Seeger said.

"What are Marin County’s flood 
control needs?” 
Whatever they are, they should 
be taken care of starting imme­ 
diately, a panel of speakers told 
listeners to Kitty Oppenheimer’s 
KTIM Sounding .Soar'd program, 
this morning. 
And everyone in Marin, in vary­ 
ing degrees, will benefit from 
flood control, they opined. 
Outlining flood control needs 
and describing how they could be 
realized were three members of 
toe Marin County Flood Control 
Advisory Commission Charles Aus­ 
tin, chairman; Hugh Rodman of 
Mill Valley and William Mayo of 
Novato. Also on the panel was 
Deputy Dist. .Atty. LC'Iand Jordan. 


.ASKS' ABOUT O.PPOSITION 
Curiously 
enough, 
only 
one 
listener telephoned to ask, “Who 
is opposing flood control and why 
isn’t toe other side represented?" 
’The listener did not express any 
opposition himself. 
None of the panel members of­ 
fered a comment in opposition to 
flood control, and Mrs. Oppen- 
heimer said that whi'le M'arin 'was 
still digging out from Its worst 
storm and flood in history, flood 
control is right now hardly a con­ 
troversial subject. 
Describing toe 
situation 
and 
probable needs in Ross Valley, 
Austin, a Fairfax resident for 35 
years, said that the area consists 
of 28 square miles of watershed 
area. All toe rain runoff channels 
into San Anselmo Creek, which is 
inadequate to carry it, he said. 


CITES NEEDS

a system of check dams to slow 
the runoff into creek channels, 
clear debris from creek channels, 
widen the channels and stand­ 
ardize the creek widths and bank 
heights, install "grizzlies,” which 
he described as iron contraptions 
to speed the runoff in toe main 
creek channels, and set up a sys­ 
tem of dikes and flood gates in 
the marshland areas to prevent 
high tides from filling basin areas 
which could C'O'Etain h'Cavy :ninoff. 
Rodman said that in the Mill 
Valley area the natural area for 
a flood control zone should in­ 
clude Mill Vclley proper, Tamal- 
pals Va'Uey, Almonte, Alto^ and 
part of Strawberry. 
To provide a runoff basin, a dam 
has been proposed to be built 
across Richardson Bay, he said. 
One of toe things that caused 
trouble in the recent storm, Rod­ 
man explained, is that in several 
instances h.'0'meow.ners ha.ve cE'- 
croached on creek channels by 
building retaining walls to enlarge 
their yards. This not only slowed

U.S. Flag Waves Again

LITTLE AMERICA (/P) — The 
Stars

The right spot 
would also be free of crevasses 
and practical for loading cargo for 
ships from the bay ice up to the 
Ice shelf. 
The specific area known as Little 
America near the Bay of Whales 
may not be chosen again but no 
one here will ever forget the ma­ 
cabre scene. 
Sticking up from the wind swept 
snow are the tops of tWo steel ra­ 
dio towers built at first Little 
America. The towers were original­ 
ly 70 feet high. Today only about 
eight feet of their peaks are show­ 
ing. 
Also protruding from the snow 


like fingers frozen in death are the 
tops of five wooden poles which 
were used for radio wires at the 
second Little America between 
1933 and 1935. 
The second settlement was built 
directly over the first. 
The Glacier was the first vessel 
of Operation Deepfreeze to reach 
the original Byrd camp. 


Giant Radio 
Tower Felled 
In 6 Seconds 
TUCKERTON, N. J. W—The 
Mystic Islands radio tower, which 
stood 763 feet high and took two 
years to build, was toppled within 
six seconds yesterday to make 
room for a resort development. 
All that remained of the tower— 
one of the world’s tallest stnic- 
tures—was a mammoth heap of 
800 tons of steel, which will- be 
sold for scrap. 
According to legend, It was the 
tower in the meadows which 
flashed the order for German U- 
boats to sink the passenger liner 
Lusitania in May, 1913. Some 1,198 
lives were lost when the ship was 
torpedoed off the Irish coast. 
'The U.S. govemment later took 
over the tower, which was built in 
1912 by a German firm, and it 
served for a time as the most 
powerful radio transmitter on the 
continent.

Department estimated today that 
4,200 strikes caused 28 mUlion 
man-days of idleness in 1955. 
The number of work stoppages 
was 21 per cent greater than the 
3,468 reported in 1954. Lost time In 
1955 was nearly 24 per cent more 
than last year. 
The review noted that while 
strike idleness this year exceeded 
1954, it was the third best year 
since the end of World War n. The 
number of strikes in 1955 was 
about 20 per cent less than the 
postwar peak of 5,117 stoppages 
recorded in 1952. 
Apprcxlmately two and three- 
quarter million workers were In­ 
volved in the 1955 stoppages, near­ 
ly 80 per cent mwe than the 1,- 
530,000 in 1954.

County—some 4.967 persons who 
are paid an average of $1,555,883 
every m onth. 
Businesses in M arin gross anoth­ 
er $42,629 each m onth from the 
base’s purchases of supplies, con­ 
struction services and contracts. 


These and other figures have 
ju st been computed by M aj. Rob­ 
ert A. Fowler, who heads the base 
controller’s section.

Slightly more than 6,038 persons 
receive an average m onthly pay­ 
roll of $1,906,335.

Rafael. There are 779 base-employ­ 
ed persons in Novato, earning an 
average $252,169 monthly.

Sixty-three per cent of the resi­ 
dents of a “typical California city” 
approve generally of “the job the 
public schools are doing in edu­ 
cating children these days,” and 
more th an 15 per cent more ap­ 
prove with some reservations, the 
Public Relations Advisory Panel 
of California Teachers Assn. de­ 
clared today on the basis of an 
opinion survey taken last August 
and just m ade public. 
The survey, sponsored by the 
CTA a t the request of the panel, 
was conducted by the Institute 
for Journalistic Studies of S tan­ 
ford University, 
which 
selected 
Fresno as the typical community 
to be studied. 
It revealed th a t 
less than 14 per cent disapproved 
of the work the schools are doing 
and less th an 8 per cent had no 
opinion. 
Highlights of the survey report­ 
ed: % 
1. Young people, recent products 
of the schools, have more favor­ 
able attitude toward the job be­ 
ing done by the schools than old­ 
er persons. Of people 45 and over, 
59.2 per cent approve, while ap­ 
proval of persons under 45 was 
66.2 per cent. 
2. Persons who have had con­ 
tact recently with the 
schools, 
through PTA, talks with teachers 
and visiting schools, voiced more 
approval than those with 
fewer 
school contacts. 


3. A total of 70.8 per cent of the 
parents of school children regis­ 
tered approval of th e work being 
done by the schools, while 59.5 per 
cent 
of 
non-parents 
approved; 
while 11.5 per cent of parents dis­ 
approved, disapproval among non­ 
parents was 15.2 per cent. 
Persons interviewed were ask­ 
ed, the panel said, to compare the 
perform ance of today’s children in 
the three Rs with th a t of children 
in form er'days. The results: 
1. Tw enty-eight and tw o-tenths 
per cent said children are doing

school contacts. 


3. A total of 70.8 per cent of the 
parents of school children regis­ 
tered approval of the work being 
done by the .schools, while 59.5' 'per 
cent of non-parents approved; 
while 11.5 per cent of parents dis­ 
approved, disapproval among non- 
parents was 15J per cent. 
Persons interviewed were ask­ 
ed., the panel said, to com'pare the 
performance of today’s children in 
the 'thT'Ce Rs with that, of c.hildren 
in former' days.

Haste Urged 
In Providing 


Flood Control

the runoff, flooding some places 
upstream, but some of the walls 
washed out, fell into the stre^on 
bed and clogged it. 
‘LACK COOPERATION* 
“We lack cooperaUon from the 
groups concerned," Rodman stat­ 
ed. He said the commission should 
meet with county officials and 
other groups and start planning 
the finances of flood control, “and 
they should get started now." 
State legislation created a flood 
control district in Marin in 1953. 
But :as yet the Novato' area is the 
only place in the county that a 
flood control zone has been esjab- 
lished. 
Discussing 
the 
Novato 
area, 
Mayo said that according to a 
flood control report just complet­ 
ed by San Anselmo englnee * John 
Cotton, such work would cost three 
and a half million dollars. 
Suggested cost division recom­ 
mended by the Cotton report is 
based on benefit derived, ranging 
from $14 per acre of hill land to 
$750 for marshland areas, with 
average running about $200 per 
acre. 
Mayo said only one or two houses 
In the Novato area actually 'had 
water on their floors. The greatest 
damage was to roads, he said. 
WORST DAMAGE 
Worst damage in the area was 
the low southeast part of Novato, 
Mayo continued. 
Immediate steps that should be 
taken, Mayo said, are the installa­ 
tion of pumps In the southeast 
part of Novato, which lies lower 
than Novato' Creek when it runs 
full. Also, there should be no sub­ 
divisions or dikes built in the 
marshland area which would in­ 
terfere with the water runoff. 
Lonf-rangc steps, he said, In­ 
clude widening Novato, Warner 
and Arroyo Avichi Creeks, putting 
pumps 
the low areas and build­ 
ing a seawall at the mouth of 
Novato Creek to prevent silting. 
Jordan said the machinery has 
been set up by which the voters 
of Marin can realize flood con­ 
trol. 
With the creation of a flood 
control district in Marin in 1953 
including unincorporated and in­ 
corporated areas, Marin Board of 
Supervisors may create flood con­ 
trol zones within the district In 
natural drainage areas, such as 
ROSS' Valley. 
APPROVAL NEEDED 
But the zones may not be' set 
up without the permission of the 
particular cities involved, either 
through the city councils, or ap­ 
proval by the voters of the cities. 
Several listeners phoned to ask 
why subdividers are allowed to 
build on filled marshland, or if 
they are, “why aren’t they required 
to provide fl'OO'd C'O'ntrol for tocir 
projects?” 
Jordan explained that they were 
budding on private property, and 
that they couldn’t be prevented 
from doing such construction, but 
could only be required to conform 
to' the bu'ilding, su'bdivlsion aii'd 
zoning codes.

The water tank that broke Is 
located in Fairfax-Manor, just off 
Redwood road. A slide up the hill 
knocked the tank off its founda­ 
tion, spUling water down -hM. 'The 
streaming water collapsed a house 
owned by Elwin Bridg'Cs and dam­ 
aged two cars. Milk cans were 
haule'd up for emergency water 
supply. A 1,000-gallon tank and a 
5,000-gallon tank have been in- 
called to provide water for toe 
winter until a permanent replace­ 
ment is. made next summer.

After lunch and a nap, he prac­ 
ticed golf shots for about 30 min­ 
utes on the baseball diamond close 
by his living quarters on the naval 
base here. Then he took an hour- 
long stroll, visiting e dock where 
a number of submarines were 
moored. 
He showed special interest in 
one of the subs, the Amberjack, 
which right after World War II 


was skippered by his naval aide, 
Cmdr. Edward L. Beach. Beach, 
who was along on the walk, de­ 
scribed some of the features of 
the submarine. 
The President appeared relaxed 
in

khaki 
trousers, 
khaki sweater and a dark blue 
sport shirt. The sun was bright

Russell 


Over Gola 


NEW YORK (U.R)—The good big 
man always figures to be better 
than the good little man, unless 
you’re a jockey or a burglar, and 
so it is today in any comparison 
between Torn Gola and San Fran­ 
cisco’s Bill Russell. 
If you don’t happen to keep tabs 
on such things, Gola is the six 
foot, seven inch wonder boy of 
basketball who went from college 
stardom with La Salle to the pro 
Philadelphia Warriors. Russell is 
a six foot, 10 inch marvel currently 
everybody’s All-American. 
Gola still is regarded as one of 
the 
greatest all-around college 
players ever developed, but any 
number of coaches will tell you 
they would take Russell if they 
had a choice. 
“It would depend on what yon 
needed,” says Johnny Wooden of 
UCLA, who has drooled over 
both of them, “but if you’re 
picking a man around whom to 
build a ball club I would have to 
go for Russell.” 
This is a coach who rates Gola 
as “a player without a weakness,” 
but Wooden points out the fact 
that “you have to go for the 
height.” 
“Russell is that big guy,” Wood­ 
en explained. “As such, he is more 
demoralizing 
from 
a 
defensive 
point of view. He’ll block as many 
shots as he makes. Then, too, of 
fensively the big man will auto 
matically get you so many points 
that you can afford to gamble 
both on offense and defense.” 
Individually, even Russell’s own 
coach, Phil Woolpert of San Fran 
cisco, admits that “there is no 
basis of comparison.” 
“Gola is as fine an all-around 
player as you’ll ever find,” said 
the thin man from the Coast. “But 
I do have to say that the one 
place I would give Russell an edge 
is in his ability to dominate one 
given game as an individual. He 
utilizes his height to advantage 
and takes charge defensively.” 
It seems apparent, as you talk 
to the coaches, that Gola as a col­ 
legian was a much more rounded 
player than Russell. But that three 
inch height advantage which Rus­ 
sell enjoys makes up for a lot of 
the deficiencies. 
“Russell hasn’t a good outside 
shot and doesn’t have Golas re­ 
flexes,” asserted Ken Norton of 
Manhattan. “But you can’t knock 
the fact that he won the NCAA 
for San Francisco last year. Rus­ 
sell simply was too big for the 
rest of them, and remember they 
beat Gola and La Salle in the 
finals.”

Man-Made Fur Gives 
Luxury Look To Hats

One of the new pets of the sea­ 
son Is man-made fur, which is 
sho'wing up in coate an,d acces­ 
sories all over the country, in ver­ 
sions ranging from fake beaver to 
fake mink, in all mutations. 
You can buy it by the yard, too, 
and stitch up a refresher for a 
tired winter wardrobe. Fake fur 
comes in 54-inch widths, with a 
furry surface and a Jersey back. 
It’s a breeze to make a smart fake 
fur hat and bag from a standard 
pattern, if you follow these sug­ 
gestions from local sewing center 
experts. 
Since fake fur is treated as a 
napped fabric, be sure to use the 
cut-and-sew guide in the pattern 
envelope when laying our your 
fabric. When cutting out pieces, 
do not cut notches where indicated. 
Notches would get lost in the 
pile. Instead, mark with tailor’s 
chalk or contrasting thread. 
Use a loose tension on your 


sewing machine, a medium (size 
14) needle and a long stitch — 
about 10 stitches to the inch. 
Strong three-ply thread is best for 
sewing on fake fur. 


One of the most effective styles 
available In a current pattern is 
a deep cloche hat and a big satchel 
type 
bag, 
with 
smart' leather 
straps. 
The hat comes in head 
sizes 21% to 22% and also Is trim­ 
med with a leather band. The bag 
has a long zipper on top and a 
smaller zipper Inside. Use the zip­ 
per foot attachment of your ma­ 
chine to insert these zippers. Two- 
ply buckram makes a good stiff 
base for the lining of the bag. 


Be sure to stitch the leather 
straps to the bag before sewing 
the sides together. When stitching 
across the leather to make loops 
secure, stitch back and forth sev­ 
eral times for extra strength. The 
leather band on the hat may be 
tacked on by hand.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — An­ 
other wrinkle to the fracas de­ 
veloping over the state Board of 
Equalization’» order increasing 
assessment» in some 14 counties 
is developing in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
Robert 
E. 
McDavid, 
board member from that area, is 
writing letters to the taxpayers 
of San Bernardino County. He 
says: 
“The taxpayers of San Ber­ 
nardino County are being hood­ 
winked by their own local of­ 
ficials—they have not been told 
the true facts about the big in­ 
crease in their 
property 
tax 
bills.” 


THE BOARD of supervisors in 
San 
Bernardino 
County 
had 
charged that the tax rate would 
have remained the 
same 
this 
year, if the board had deferred 
its order to increase assessments 
in that county by some 39 per 
cent. 
The board also pointed out, 
caustically, that the equalization 
order called for a shift of about 
$1,200,000 from utility property 
onto the taxpayers of the county. 


Shifts from utility property to 
private taxpayers have been not­ 
ed in other counties of 
the 
state. This shift has given rise 
to some charges that the Board 
of Equalization is “favoring” the 
large utilities by going ahead 
with its equalization orders. 


THE CATCH is that the Board 
of Equalization assesses the util­ 
ity 
property 
throughout 
the 
state, while county assessors are 
responsible for the private prop­ 
erty within their own counties. 
Obviously, with 
two 
different 
agencies 
making 
assessments, 
there are bound to be differences 
in ratios. The Board of Equali­ 
zation has attempted to assess 
utility property at 50 per cent of 
market value, but there is wide 
discussion as to 
whether 
this 
standard has been maintained. 


WITH THE UTILITY proper­ 
ty fixed at* an estimated 50 per 
cent of market value, and pri­ 
vate property in a given county 
much below that figure, it is not 
strange that when the private 
assessments are increased, some 
of the tax 
burden 
would 
be 
shifted from the utilities to the 
private taxpayer, due to the fact 
that all pay the same county 
tax rate. 
* 
As a matter of equalization, 
however, it does not appear 
equitable for a utility to pay 
more than its share 
of 
taxes, 
which apparently some of them 
have been 
doing 
in 
counties 
where the assessments are lower 
than the average. 


This has, in fact, been a sub­ 
ject of controversy between the 
utilities and the state Board of 
Equalization for many years, and 
suits in Sacramento County su­ 
perior court have been 
heard. 
Should they be decided in favor 
of the utilities, huge tax refunds 
would be in order. The cases, 
of course, will in all probability 
be carried to the state’s highest 
courts before a final decision is 
reached.

EDITOR,

I am interested in clarifying a 
few points regarding the forth­ 
coming suspension of VNA ser­ 
vices in Marin County. 
As a member of the board of 
directors of the Visiting Nurse 
Association 
of 
Marin 
County 
since its separation from the Red 
Cross in 1949, and one whose 
main interest in that organiza­ 
tion has been the betterment of 
community health, I can agree 
that the suspension 
of 
VNA 
seems regrettable. 
However, 
the 
situation 
has 
been unavoidable for many rea­ 
sons. To be brief, despite Marin 
County’s amazing growth in pop­ 
ulation in the last five years, the 
number of VNA patients has not 
only lagged proportionately, but 
also shown a steady decline.

Naturally, this 
decreasing case load reflected in 
an increased overhead and sub­ 
sequent deficit for VNA, which 
culminated the board’s decision 
to suspend. 
I wish to point out that this 
decision was not to “end” VNA,

but to suspend operations for an 
18-month period in order to de­ 
termine whether or not the need 
for such an agency really exists 
in Marin County.

NEW YORK (A1)—The New 
Year poses one big question: Will 
the cost of living go higher? 
On the face of it the pressures 
all add up to Yes. But offsetting 
the manufacturers raising prices 
and those eager to do so, are an 
array of others cutting prices for 
competitive reasons, plus 
the 
prospects of food price stability. 
Metals are cast in a double 
role. Rising prices 
of 
unpro­ 
cessed metals push higher the 
prices of consumer goods, or at 
least the cost of making these 
goods out of metals. But, equally 
important, metal s h o r t a g e s 
threaten to put a more effective 
governor on the business boom 
than credit restraint has been 
able to do. 
Metal 
shortages 
are 
world 
wide. Slowly rising production 
capacity hasn’t been able, so far, 
to help much. The New Year 
promises better. 
Even the current slowing down 
of the car makers’ 
breakneck 
pace hasn’t done 
much more 
than take a little pressure off 
the steel mills’ vice presidents in 
charge of deliveries. Backlogs of 
orders from other metal using 
industries keep the mills going 
at 98 per cent of capacity even 
in this holiday riddled week. 
Shortages have pushed metal 
prices up slowly 
for 
months. 
Manufacturers, with their ma­ 
terial costs up and their labor 
costs rising, say they should hike 
prices on the goods they sell the 
public. Some already have. 
That others have hesitated 
can be traced to these factors: 
The business boom has boosted 
sales volume so high that the 
increased costs can be absorbed 
along the way from factory to 
store, and reduced markups still 
yield good total earnings; and 
competition 
among 
companies 
has reached a stage where rais­ 
ing prices to fit increased costs 
could mean a loss of »ales that 


might prove disastrous. 
An example is the home ap­ 
pliance field. Rising cost of ma­ 
terials has led to 
some 
price 
hikes of finished products. But 
in recent days, some of the ma­ 
jor producers have cut prices as 
much as 30 per cent. Manage­ 
ment cost control has been giv­ 
en much of the credit. The trade, 
however, suspects that increas­ 
ing competition is just as im­ 
portant. 
As long as there are metal 
shortages on 
one 
hand, 
and 
booming consumer demand for 
metallic products on the other, 
the pressure for price inflation 
will be a threat—probably for 
several months more. But many 
now question whether the ex­ 
pected increase in the price of 
metals early in the New Year 
necessarily will suck other com­ 
modities into a price-rising spi­ 
ral.

BUT DOES THIS mean that 
the President is going to giv#

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — An­ 
other wrinkle to the fracas de- 
velop'ing O'ver th'» state' Board 'Of 
Equalization’s order increasing 
assessments In some 14 counties 
is developing in SO'Uthem 'Cali- 
fomla. 
Robert 
E. 
McDavid, 
board member from that area, is 
writing letters to the taxpayers 
of S.an BernardinO' County. He 
says: 


“The taxpayers of San Ber­ 
nardino County are being hood­ 
winked by their own local of­ 
ficials—they have not been told 
the tnie facts about the big In­ 
crease in their 
property 
tax 
bills.” 


THE BOARD of supervisors in 
San 
Bernardino 
County 
had 
charged that the tax rate would 
have remained the 
same 
this 
year. If the board had deferred 
its order to increase assessments 
In that county by some 39 per 
cent. 


The board also pointed out, 
caustically, that the equalization 
opd'Cr called for a .shift of a.bout 
$1,200,000 from utility property 
onto the taxpayers of the county. 


Shifts from utility property to 
private taxpayers have been not­ 
ed in other counties of 
the 
state. This shift has given rise 
to some charges that the Board 
of Equalizatioii is “favoring” the 
large utilities by going ahead 
with Its equalization orders. 
• 
THE CATCH is that the Board 
of Equalization assesses the util­ 
ity 
property 
throughout 
tha 
state, while county assessors are 
responsible for the private prO'P- 
erty within their own counties. 
Obviously, with 
two 
different 
agencies 
making 
assessments, 
there are bound to be differences 
in ratios. The Board of Equali- 
zaiion has attempted to assess 
utility property at 59 per cent of 
market value, but there is wide 
discussion as to 
whether 
this 
standard has been maintained. 


WITH THE UTILITY prope'F- 
ty fixed at* an estimated 50 per 
cent of market value, and pri­ 
vate property in a given county 
much below that figure, it is not 
strange that when the private 
assessments are increased, some 
of the tax 
burden 
would 
be 
shifted from the utilities to the 
private taxpayer, due to the fact 
that all pay the same county 
tax rate. 


As a matter of equalization, 
however, it does not appear 
equitable for a utility to pay 
more than Its share 
of taxes, 
which apparently some of them 
have been doing 
in 
coimties 
where the assessments are lower 
than the average. 


« This has, in fact, been a sub- 
j.ect of controversy betW'C.en the 
utilities and the state Board of 
Equalization for many years, and 
suits in Sacramento Ciounty su­ 
perior court have been 
heard. 
Should they be decided in favor 
of the utilities, huge tax refunds 
would be in order. The cases, 
of course, will in all probability 
be carried to the state’s highest 
couT'ts. before a final, dec,lsion is. 
reached. 


MEANll’HILE, McDAYID and 
other members of the Board of 
Equalization, badgered by criti­ 
cism on all sides, are attempting 
to explain their actions to the 


P'Ublic. Apparently they are hav­ 
ing very little success at the job, 
especially in the counties where 
taxpayers were hit by an :in- 
crease in the amoimt of hard 
money the local governments de­ 
manded this year. 


The goal Is gemiine equaliza­ 
tion, a situation in which'every 
taxpayer would like to find him-' 
self.

1 am. .in.te'rested in clariiying a 
few points regarding the forth­ 
coming suspension of VNA ser­ 
vices in Marin CJounty, 
• As a member of the board of 
directors of the Visiting Nurse 
Association 
of 
Marin 
County 
since Its separation from the Red 
Cross in 1949, and one whose 
main interest in that organiza­ 
tion has been the betterment of 
oommunity heaJlth, I can agree 
'that the suspension 
of 
VNA 
seems, regrettable. 
However, 
the 
situation 
has 
been unavoidable for many rea­ 
sons. To be brief, despite Marin 
County’s amazing growth in pop­ 
ulation in the last five years, the 
number of VNA patients has not 
'.only lagged proportionately, but 
also shown a steady decline. 
In 1950 the organization gave 
care to more than 1,000 patients; 
in 1954, only 3*86. Naturally, this 
decreasing case load reflected in 
an increased overhead and sub­ 
sequent 'd,e,ficlt for VNA, which 
culminated the board’s decision 
to suspend. 
I wish to ijomt out that this 
decision was not to “end” VNA,

Competition Keeps Pressure 
For Inflation In Check

, 
NEW YORK (üV-'The New 
Year poses one big question: WÜl 
the cost of living go higher? 
On 'the face of it the pre'SsuT'es 
all add up to Yes. But offsetting 
the manufacturers raising prices 
and those eager to do so, are an 
array of others cutttag pric^es f'or 
competitive reasons, plus 
the 
prospects of food price stability. 
Metals are cast in a double 
role. Rising prices 
of 
unpro­ 
cessed metals push higher the 
prices of consumer goods, or at 
least the cost of making these 
goods out of metals. But, equally 
Important, metal s h o r t a g e s 
threaten, to' pu't a more effective 
governor on the business boom 
than credit restraint has been 
able to' do. 
Metal 
shortages 
are 
world 
wide. Slowly rising production 
capacity hasn’t been able, so far, 
to help much. 'The New Year 
promises better. 
Even the current slowing down 
of the car makers’ breakneck 
pace hasn’t done much more 
than take a little pressure off 
the steel mills’ vice presidents in 
charge of deliveries. Backlogs of 
orders from other metal using 
Industries keep the mills going 
at 98 per cent of capacity even 
in this holiday riddled week. 
Shortages have pushed metal 
prices up slowly 
for 
months. 
Manufacturers, with their ma- 
te'Tial cos'ts. up aU'd their labor 
costs rising, say they should hike 
prices on the goods they sell the 
public. Some already lm.V'e. 
That others have hesitated 
can be traced to these factors: 
The business boom has boosted 
sales volume so high that the 
increased costs can be absorbed 
along the way from factory to 
store, and reduced markups still 
yield good total earnings; and' 
competition 
among 
companies 
has .reached'a stage 'where rais.- 
ing prices to fit increased costs 
could mean a Iom of calcs that 


might prove disas'tT'O'Us.. 
An example Is the home ap­ 
pliance field. Rising cost of ma­ 
terials has led to 
some 
price 
hikes of finished products. But 
in recent days, some of the ma­ 
jor producers have cut prices as 
much as 30 per cent. Manage­ 
ment cost control has been giv­ 
en much of the credit. The trade, 
however, s.'uspects that Increas­ 
ing competition is just as im­ 
portant. 


As long as there are metal 
shortages on 
one 
hand, 
and 
booming consumer demand for 
metallic products on the other, 
the pressure for price inflation 
will be a threat—probably for 
several months more. But many 
now question whether the ex­ 
pected increase' In the price of 
metals early in the New Year 
necessarily will suck other com- 
m,'0dl.ti.e.s Into a p:ri.c«-ris.,ing spi­ 
ral. 


VNA services can be cared for 
through the above * mentioned 
channels. 


Should this prove not to be the 
case, we, of the VNA Board, are 
remaining an alert listening post 
for community nursing problems 
as well as other solutions.

For over two years I have 
driven from Richmond to San 
Anselmo between 12 midnight 
and 2 a.m. I have seen hundreds 
of accidents that could have been 
prevented by our fabulous high­ 
way engineers. 


The simple fact behind most of 
the nighttime accidents in Marin 
County on 101 Highway is this: 


In just a light rain it is dif­ 
ficult for m.e with 20/20 vision 
and my familiarity with the road 
to see the white lines (what 
white lines?—'they’re practically 
invisible on Waldo Grade). Add 
to your light rain just a little 
spot of fog here and there—or a 
set of bright glaring headlights 
here and there and you have a 
perfect death 'trap for the av­ 
erage driver. 
By putting a prismatic piece 
of glass reflector every 5 or 6 
feet as guide lines, I am positive 
yo'U ca'n reduce 'the accident ra'te 
on Highway 101 in our area.

Great Decision 
Is Up To Ike 


All By Himself 


Half of President Eisenhower’s 
Great Decision now seems olsar- 
ly certain. 


T h e 
accumulating tvldeiies 
points strongly, 
perhaps 
even 
conclusively, to a unanimous re­ 
port by the doctors pronouncing 
Elsenhower "recovered.” 
Thus far everything about ths 
Presldentli convalescenss h a s 
been goiiif right; nothing has 
gone wrong. 


ITie physical process of the re­ 
covery has been uninterruptedly 
orderly. There have been no ad­ 
verse developments. The scar tis­ 
sue, which :protectS' the injured 
area of the 
Injury 
about the size of a tluimbnail—> 
grows stronger. No enlargement 
of the heart. Normal Mc»od pres­ 
sure. No unusual fatigue. 


THE DOCTORS also stress the 
fact that Eisenhower’s mental 
attitude has been an asset in his 
convalescence. After the first 
grim shock of the attack, the 
President has 
been 
composed 
and confident. He 
is sleeping 
longer, relaxing better and work­ 
ing with more case than he has 
for a long time. 
During the coming weeks he will 
be taking nearly the full work­ 
load of the :Presidency to'to hij 
hands. It Is obvious that he is 
tackling things with a great deal 
of zest and I am sure it Is tc- 
curate to say' that his state of 
m in i toward his recovery is that 
he is not going to take no for an 
answer. 


B'ÜT DOES THIS mean 'that 
the President is going to giv# 
“yes” for an answer 
when he 
comes to making 
his 
decision 
after the doctors 
have 
made 
theirs—after the doctors have 
dismissed their patient as recov­ 
ered? 
It doesn’t. These two decisions 
are not the same. 
. It is impossible for the doctore 
^ito say whether Eisenhower would 
be expected to weather the ten­ 
sions and pressures of the White 
House for another five years 
The doctors can and will report 
on the physical fitness of ths 
President at the pO'int—at least 
by early February—when ths 
measure of his recovery is medi­ 
cally visible. 


IN' 'MANY WAYS the cumu­ 
latively favorable medical news 
makes Eisenhower’s ultimate de­ 
cision more difficult because he 
will have to make it almost en­ 
tirely on his own judgment and 
because it will involve great im­ 
ponderables. 
This news 
means 
that 
the 
President can almost certainly 
resume ordering his living and 
working the same as before the 
heart attack. 


This news doesn’t mean that 
Eisenhower can knew, from any­ 
thing the doctors 'will tell hl:in,. 
how secure he would be in m ak-, 
ing another four-year contract 
with the American peo'ple 
to' 
serve as President of the United 
States. 


THERE CAN BE NO 
doubt 
that when the medical report 
comes 'the political p.'^ess'ures. to 
persuade him to say J’yes” will 
rise to a crescendo peak. Then 
the President can do 'no mors 
than lock -the door and with 
himself, by himself make 
the 
lonely, 
couragco'us 
decision '— 
either way. 


What needs to be appreciated 
is that while the medical verdict 
could make It«asy f'Or Eisenhow­ 
er to decide not to. run, It can­ 
not make it easy for him to de­ 
cide to run. 
On that decision Elsenhower 
a'ill have to be his own doctor.

San Rafael is a bout to close 
the worst chapter in the history of 
the city’s fire disasters. The toll 
this 
year 
was 
eight 
residents 
burned to death, seven injured, 
and almost $100,000 in property 
damage insurance paid out by the 
insurance companies. 
Records compiled by Capt. Vir- 
gilio Cheda, cjiief of the San Ra­ 
fael Fire Prevention Bureau, show 
that 1955 was the high mark, both 
in the total number of fire calls 
received and in the number of hu­ 
man lives lost. 
The biggest single fire tragedy to 
hit San Rafael as far back as vet­ 
eran firemen can remember, struck 
in the early. morning hours of 
March 9 this year when flames en­ 
veloped “The 
Lodge,” trapping 
and burning to death eight of its 
occupants. Twenty others leaped, 
slid or crawled out of the three- 
story wooden structure, and seven 
of them were burned, some seri­ 
ously. Ten damage suits have been 
filed by fire victims and their sur­ 
viving relatives, who are asking for 
a total of $275,000 from the owners 
and operators of The Lodge. The 
suits are pending in Marin Super­ 
ior Court, with the first cases 
scheduled to come up for trial next 
February. 
DEATHS FEW 
Until this year fire deaths had 
been relatively few. Last year, a 
hotel resident burned to death, 
and about three years ago, one 
person died from gas asphyxiation. 
With the growth of population, 
the total number of fire calls have

also been increasing. By the end 
of the year, 359 fire calls are ex­ 
pected as compared with 250 fire 
calls five years ago. The number 
of calls have been increasing as 
follows: 
1950—250; 1951—262; 1952—288; 
1953—316; 1954—324; and 1955—es­ 
timated 359 (336 calls already re­ 
ceived during the first 11 months.) 
The number of fire calls received 
in December, 1954, has been sub­ 
stituted for this month to arrive 
at the estimated total for this 
year. 
FALSE ALARMS 
Of the 359 calls received by 
Chief Clarence Johansen and his 
firemen, 198 were actual fires and 
161 were for other calls such as 
smoke scares, false alarms, and 
washing down streets or aiding cit­ 
izens. 
Insurance companies paid a total 
of $99,366.29, with $60,000 of this 
amount paid out for The Lodge 
holocaust.

San Rafael Has Worst 


Year Ever For Fires 


San Rafael is a bout to close 
the worst chapter In the history of 
the city's fire disasters. The toll 
this year was 
eight residents 
burned to death, seven injured, 
and almost $100,000 In property 
damage insurance paid out by the 
insurance cO'mpanies. 
Records compiled by Capt. Vir­ 
gilio Cheda, chief of the San Ra­ 
fael Fire Prevention Bureau, show 
that 1955 was the high mark, both 
:in the total number of fire calls 
received and in the number of hu­ 
man lives lost. 
The biggest single fire tragedy to 
hit San Rafael as far back as vet­ 
eran flre'men 'Can rem,e,mber, struck 
in the early. morning hours of 
March 9 this year when flames en­ 
veloped “The Lodge,” trapping 
and burning to death eight of its 
•occupants. Twenty others leaped. 
slid or crawled out of the three- 
story wooden structure, and seven 
of them were burned, some seri­ 
ously. Ten damage suits have been 
filed by fire vlct:ims and their sur­ 
viving relatives, who are asking for 
a total of $275,000 from the owners 
and operators of The Lodge. The 
suits are pending in Marin Super- 
iO'F 'Court, with the first cases 
scheduled to come up for trial next 
February. 
DEATHS FEW 
Until this year fire deaths had 
been relatively few. :Last year, a 
hotel resident burned to death, 
and about three years ago, one 
person died from gas asphyxiation.

Ship Captained 
By Marinite 
Wins Award 


One of the Bay Area’s own Navy 
attack cargo ships, the USB W ar­ 
rick, has been adjudged top ship 
of her class in the Pacific Fleet 
for Fiscal Year 1955, her com­ 
manding officer, Capt. William H. 
W right 
of 
Corte 
Madera, 
an­ 
nounced today. 
W ith the award from Comman­ 
der Service Forces Pacific Fleet, 
the Warrick also won the right, to 
paint the Navy’s coveted “white 
E-” onto her bridge wings. 
The Warrick, whose home port 
is the Oakland Naval Supply Cen­ 
ter, was built by the Moore Dry- 
dock Co. in Oakland in 1944. A 
majority of her 173 enlisted crew­ 
men and 15-man officer comple­ 
ment are Bay Area residents. 
The 
13,860-ton ship, normally 
part of the Pacific Fleet’s amphib­ 
ious forces, has been serving since 
the beginning of the Korean W’ar 
as a unit in the supply pipeline 
from the Oakland Naval Supply 
Center to the Far East and Pa­ 
cific Fleet units. Pitted against 
more than a score of similar ships, 
she won her “top ship” designation 
in competitive Class 1 of the an­ 
nual battle efficiency competition 
staged by the Pacific Fleet’s Ser­ 
vice Forces. 
The ships were judged on the 
basis of gunnery and communi­ 
cation 
competitions, 
competitive 
inspections under 
all 
operating 
conditions, and general perform­ 
ance. 
The award was accompanied by 
a plaque presented to the officers 
and men of the W arrick in quar­ 
terdeck ceremonies alongside the 
Treasure Island pier where the 
ship currently is berthed.
